Poaching in Utah continues 
to plague DWR and hunters

Poaching has always been a 
problem during and after Utah's 
big game hunts. 

But in 1991, there seems to be a 
profuse number of elk and moose 
killed, mainly in central and east- 
ern Utah. 

In this case, the Division of 
Wildlife Resources (DWR) is re- 
porting the illegal killing or poach- 
ing or 25 mature bull elk and one 
moose on the Manti Mountain 
area. 

And the post-mortem on all this 
isn't good. 

DWR wildlife biologists and 
conservation officers in the Price 
area say the 25 dead elk, all three 
to four-year-old mature bulls, 
were killed in a yearling-only hunt- 
. ingunit. 

And that isn't all the bad news. 

The dead animals, all four to 
six-point, were a major part of a 
DWR plan adopted three years to 
increase the breeding potential on 
the north Manti. 

*"The 25 mature bulls killed ille- 
gally were accumulated from the 
archery, muzzle and rifle hunts. 
The area where most of the dam- 
age took place, the North Manti, is 
a yearling-only area,’’ Kirt En- 
right, conservation officer for the 
Carbon County area. 

Enright said a vast majority of 
the incidents were reported to the 
game check station near Skyline 
Drive up Fairview Canyon. 

“This year’s deer hunt has been 
very quiet, although one mature 
mature buil elk was killed illegally 
on Gentry Mountain. '* 

Enwright said the poaching inci- 


dents are being investigated pend- 
ing a state crime lab analysis of 
bullet fragments. 

One of the more damaging re- 
ports of poaching is a moose killed 
in Joe’s Valley. 


It had been transplanted to Fish 
Lake in 1990 from Chalk Creek in 
northern Utah and migrated to the 
Joe’s Valley. 

‘“‘The transplant was an attempt 
to establish a population of moose. 
Since that first transplant, there 
have been between nine and 12 
moose moved to this area. We 
have had isolated sightings and 
some reproductivity,’’ said En- 
right. 

The DWR also reports some 
moose being killed by cars, includ- 
ing one which died on the second 
day of the elk hunt. 


**When you have only 30 moose 
on the Manti and lose 10 percent of 
them per year, it's hard to establish 
a population. '' 

Enright said the sad commen- 
tary on the 25 elk killed is that a 
couple of animals had the head and 
antlers cut off and, in all cases, the 
meat was left to waste. 

Jim Karpowitz, DWR regional 
game manager, said he's most con- 
cerned about some hunters' lack of 
concern for a resource. 

**The yearling-only area brings 
more mature bull elk into the popu- 
lation. It really has us concerned, 
because we seem to be losing a 
pretty good percentage of carry 
over bulls. This will reduce oppor- 
tunities to harvest mature bulls in 
the future. 

“The yearling-only program 
has been gaing for three years. 


This has set us back. Until hunters 
comply, there will be no big bulls 
to harvest in the future.” 


Karpowitz said a similar year- 
ling-only program has been under- 
way in Montana for four years. 

“Tt concerns us that this regula- 
tion is working in Montana and not 
here. Utah hunters need to start 
complying if it is to work here. 


**Most of the illegal kills were 
elk two or three-years-old and 
four- to six-point animals. It's a 
loss.to hunters and everyone in the 
state and for the health of the herd. 
We wanted to leave some mature 
bulls for adequate breeding," said 
Karpowitz. 


Enright said the lawbreakers 
face $2,500 in fines, a class A 
misdeameanor charge, one year in 
jail and seizure or confiscation by 
the courts of all items used in the 
illegal kill. This could include rifle 
and vehicles. Convicted poachers 
could have their big game hunting 
privileges revoked for up to five 
years. 


Meanwhile, the Springville of- 
fice of the DWR is investigating 
the illegal kill of an elk up Mineral 
Basin in American Fork Canyon. 

Delbert Atkinson, DWR region- 
al enforcement officer, said other 
violations include several does 
killed, tagging violations and hunt- 
ers being fined for having loaded 
weapons in vehicles. 

Perhaps the most serious of the 
violations was the discovery of two 
moose carcasses up the left fork of 
Hobble Creek. 

“The moose were killed during 
the elk hunt but found during the 
deer hunt,”’ said Atkinson.
